6. HAKSI was waiting in ROME for his departure. He is not expected to return. 

RA.DFF, ROME, was in Syria at that time. He returned to ROME on 10 December 

1948, Purpose and result of this trip are not yet known. 

12. It has to be pointed out that certain persons in ROME, who work without 
being ordered on their own initiative in the same field, considerably 
disturb his scheduled activities. C 3 net one of them, a friend of 
von RA OFiSs, who introduced himself as "a representative of a German 
group' of officers". RAUFF is apparently in close connection with HOETTL, 
BAD AUSSEE. Fbssibly, HSETTL’s last trip to Germany may be connected ■ 
with RADFF's . trip to Syria.
